Those who 
are growing it in gardens, however, 
should see to it that they save a 
small quantity of seed for their own 
use. The College of Agriculture 
cannot undertake to furnish the seed 
for everyone, 


T. B. Survey 

That children born in Alberta 
show less tendency to tuberculosis 
than those born in other countries 
is disclosed in the report of the sur- 
vey of school children undertaken in 
1924 by the Alberta tuberculosis as- 
sociation, which report has recently 
been published. In his’ survey a 
total of 1051 school evhildren in 
various parts of the province were 
examined. Of this number 822 were 
children born in Alberta and only 11 
per cent. of those showed re-action 
to the tuberculin test. Re-actors in 
children born in other countries 
showed percentages ranging from 20 
to 36. Out of the total of 1,051, 
there were 144 re-actors, or only 
13.07 per cent. 


| Cutting. and Threshing in One Op- 
eration 

E. G. Cook, M.L.A., Pincher Creek, 
is cutting and threshing his wheat 
crop with one operation. He uses a 
machine drawn by eight horses, cuts 
a swath 15 feet wide, and covers 35 
to 40 acres daily, employing two 
men, one to drive horses and the 
other to look after the threshing 
machine which is operated by a 25 h. 
p. motor. Only enough straw is cut 
to get all the heads. This is ele- 
vated as in any binder or header and 
dropped into the thresher. Tank 
wagons follow the machine to take 
the wheat stream. Only fields of 
uniformly ripe grain can be suc- 
cessfully handled. Saving of twine, 
stooking, shattering of grain from 
the usual many handlings, and of 
labor are effected, amounting in all 
to about 15¢. per bushel, according 
to Mr. Cook. 

School Fairs 

A total of 112-school fairs will be 
held this year throughout the prov- 
ince under the auspices of the pro- 
vincial departments of agriculture 
and education. The interest being 
taken in these fairs is as keen as 
ever, and a large number of children 
participate. In the Edmonton school 
fair district, 14 fairs are being held, 
in the Vermillion district 15 fairs, in 
the Sedgwick district 12 fairs, in the 
Olds district 86 fairs and in the 
Claresholm district 386 fairs. In 
1924 there were approximately 185,- 
000 entries in the school fairs, which 
gives some idea of the large number 
of children competing. The fairs 
are under the general supervision of 
the field crops branch of the depart- 
ment of agriculture.

The prai- 
rie provinces, and the states of North 
Dakota, Montana, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota will be represented. H, 
L. Seamans, dominion government 
entomologist at the experimental 
farm at Lethbridge, is secretary of 
the committee,

riculture, which is undertaking to 
manufacture for marketing purposes 
the Stephen grain ¢leaning attach- 
ment for separators, will make a 
demonstration of the improved ma- 
chine at Calgary, Lethbridge and 
Claresholm in the near future. The 
demonstration at Calgary will take 
place toward the end of next week 
in the vicinity of Shepard. A fur- 
ther announcement concerning this 
will be made. The machine has re- 
cently been considerably improved 
and is considered .modern in every

Ottawa, Sept. 11.—The Canadian 
Pacific Railway has filed with the 
tailway commission an application 
for suspension of the order for low- 
ering of the Pacific export grain 
rate until such time as the whole 
board deals with the question of the 
revision of the order. 

This is a development in sequence 
of the division of opinion in the 
board in reference to the order. It 
will be recalled that two of the 
board—the chief commission and 
Commissioner Oliver—who heard the 
case at Vancouver recently, ordered 
that the rate on grain exported via 
the Pacific ccoast route should be the 
same proportionately as on west- 
bound shipments. The companies 
were given until Tuesday next to file 
tariffs providing for this reduction, 
The other three members—Messrs. 
Maclean, Boyce and Lawrence- 
adopted a resolution against dealing 
with this question in advance of the 
general rate inquiry and later two 
of them—Messrs. Boyce and Law- 
rence—gave formal judgment in 
dissent. 

Apart from the doubt which has 
been created owing to the division 
in the board the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company claims that the 
order was not justified by the evi- 
dence taken in the enquiry. Since 
the difficulty arose the board has 
been completed by the appointment 
of Thomas Vien, M.P., to the Quebec 
vacancy. 

The application will be the subject 
of a special meeting of the commis- 
sioners this afternoon.

Lethbridge, Sept. 14.—Many Leth- 
bridge people spent an hour of terror 
early Monday morning during one of 
the most furious electrical storms 
in the history of the south country. 
A total of 1.87 inches of rain fell in 
the city, .45 at the Experimental 
Farm and .98 at Kipp.

Scillas or Spuills, Glory of the Snow 
or Chionedoxa, Crocus, Grape Hya- 
cinth, Dutch Hyacinth, Narcissus in 
great variety, and early, cottage and 
Darwin Tulips. These give a suc- 
cession of bloom from early in April 
)or earlier, if the frost is out of the, 
ground, until well on in June. 

While the bulbs are growing in 
Holland, the flowers for next year 
are being formed in the bulb. Later 
the bulbs are dug, cured and shipped 
to Canada. Knowing that the flow- 
ers are alrerdy formed in the bulbs 
before planting, he who proposes 
either to grow them in the garden 
or pot them for the house will read- 
ily understand that large, well-de- 
veloped bulbs are likely to give bet- 
ter flowers than small ones. In or 
dering this should be remembered. 
No amount of care can edd more 
blooms to a Hyacinth’s spike than 
were formed when the bulb was 
growing in Holland. 

Unless the bulbs are well rooted 
in the soil outside or in the pote in 
the house, the results will not be sat- 
isfactory, hence the desirability of 
obtaining them as soon as they are 
offered for
